I Was There

The North-South Shindig at Atasca¬ 
dero, like last year and always, is a 
giant circus; not a three-ring circus, 
but a four-ring circus: the serious 51 
board match, the rapid transit match, 
the blindfold exhibition by Kolta- 
nowski, and the individual champion¬ 
ship rapid transit. If you don’t see 
what you want, ask for it. There are 
as many kinds of chess goings-on as 
there are different colors and sizes of 
chess boards and pieces. Like at a 
circus, outside the Big Top is an array 
of buzzing sideshows going day and 
night. Out into the corridors of your 
hotel, from the cells of the chess fiends, 
come the hysteric laughter and holler¬ 
ing of the skittle players and their 
ubiquitious parasites with the kibitzitis 
itch which is worse than poison oak. 
In the lobby, in the bar, in the game 
room, in the attic, in the cellar, out 
on the sunny green lawn along the 
lake, in almost any nook and cranny 
you are likely to step on a bevy of 
busy board benders. Each clustering 
little sideshow has a flavor and aura 
of its own. even its own peculiar talk, 
and contributes another unit to the 
chessic spectrum pervading the entire 
atmosphere of the Big Top and its 
surroundings. 

Just as some travelers prefer the by¬ 
ways to the highways, I for one take 
in and enjoy these informal, unsched¬ 
uled set-to’s as much as the advertised 
attractions. They have the life, live¬ 
liness, repartee, spontaneity, and the 
pinch of don’t - give - a - damnedness 
which are the ingredients of chess for 
fun. After all, chess is a game, isn’t it? 
Besides, even in fast chess between 
fellows like Steiner and Cross there is 
a chance for the Potzer to learn some¬ 
thing. Better yet, he might on occasion 
see repeated one of his own favorite 
bone-heads. That satisfaction should 
be worth something. Anvwav, even 
without the main events, I figure the 
incidentals alone were worth the trio. 

However, there were certain events, 
also unscheduled, occurring in the 
main ring which I would not want to 
have missed. For example, the 18 year 
old Earl Pruner winning from an old 
campaigner and former State Cham¬ 
pion, Harry Borochow. As it was one 
of the last games finished (after a 
gruelling six hours) pretty near every¬ 
one crowded around to see the excih 
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ing pawn and knight end-game. During 
the past year Pruner has been noticed 
as a youngster of extraordinary prom¬ 
ise, but this one game probably marks 
his greatest achievement so far He 
himself disparages the game because, 
as he points out, he missed winning it 
earlier and later permitted a drawing 
possibility. So what? — says I. Most 
anyone at his age would have got dis- 
combobulated altogether to get a win¬ 
ning position against an opponent of 
Borochow’s record. Borochow, by the 
way, embarrassing as it must have 
been to him, took this loss extra¬ 
ordinarily well. 

Next day Pruner went on to tap 
Steiner for a point in the second round 
of the rapid transit tournament. Stein¬ 
er baabled a little, but Pruner deserves 
credit for making the most of his 
chances and driving home with relent¬ 
less precision. The fact that Pruner’s 
score was only a little better than 50 
per cent in the rapid transit may be 
partly attributed to the shock of win¬ 
ning from Steiner. He certainly did not 
expect to do so. 

As for the N-S score, the North 
might as well admit the South has been 
strengthened by immigration and by 
kids growing up more than we have. 
They are no pushover any longer. 
Next year we cannot afford to leave 
our reserves at home. This is a hint, to 
whom it may concern, that they ought 
to show up, or else admit that chess in 
the North is inferior, which, of course, 
would be an entirely erroneous asser- 
tion.

Tribulations of a Chess Player 

From Poland we received a letter from the ever- 
wandering Ted Dana of Palo Alto, who is at present 
on a six month European trip with his wife, Alma. 
Part of Ted’s letter follows and could be entitled "Trib¬ 
ulations of a Chess Player!” 

"Mid-Atlantic . . . Being on a Polish barque I ex : 
pected some good chess, but drew a blank. I watched 
a game between duffers in the bar which was a cross 
between chess and a nightmare. Pieces left in take 
were a dime a dozen. But when Black played PxP (at 
KN7) before White had castled and White moved 
his threatened Rook to R2 (instead of Nl) allowing 
mate on the move—I was really startled! 

White, however, said, "I believe the rule is that if 
your pawn moves to the last rank you can replace it 
by any piece, but since you have no captured pieces 
I don’t know what would happen if you pushed the 
pawn." Black replied that the question was purely 
academic as he had no intention of pushing it. That 
closed the incident. Black never did push it even after 
several of his pieces had been captured and White 
never bothered to capture this pawn. They became 
interested in another part of the battlefield. Later 
Black with his Queen threatened, moves a White 
bishop which had been in take for half a dozen 
moves. By now I was really getting dizzy—whether 
from the chess, the roll of the boat or the highball 
I’d taken to give me courage to watch on, I know not. 

I took another Old Fashioned to steady my nerves,

Every once in a while someone pro¬ 
duces the “innovation” 2. . . .

A sample game is Weissenfluh- 
Grob, correspondence game, about 
1942. 3. P-Q4, P-K3; 4. N-KB3, P-Q3;
